River Bridge Company, in associa- 
tion with the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road Company, has made application 
to the Secretary of War for the ap- 
proval of plans to build a railway 
and highway bridge across the Hud- 
son River from Fifty-seventh Street 
in Manhattan to the New Jersey 
shore.

Wireless to THe New Yor« Times 
BERLIN, May 1.—Not since the 
revolutionary Red Army made a 


shambles of the streets of Berlin in 
1918 and 1919 has the German capi- 
tal witnessed such a sanguinary | 
clash between the police and rioting 
mobs as that which marked today’s 
attempts by Communists to break 
down the police ban against the ob- 
servance of May Day.

I have received your letter of 
April 3, in which you tender your 
resignation as Federal Farm Loan 
Commissioner and as a member of 
the Federal Farm Loan Board. 

I intensely regret that your deci- 
sion is irrevocable and that, in the 
circumstances, the duty devolves 
upon me to accept your resigna- 
tion. 

I particularly wish to take this 
opportunity to express the appre- 
ciation which all of us hold for 
the work you have accomplished 
as Farm Loan Commissioner dur- 
ing the past two years. I know 
that you undertook the difficult 
task of reconstruction at a time 
when the Farm Loan System was 
confronted with a critical situa- 
tion and public confidence had 
been impaired. 

Under your leadership, the ad- 
ministration and supervision of the 
System has: been greatly strength- 
ened, this great institution of ser- 
vice to the farmers has been 
placed on a sounder basis and pub- 
lic confidence has been materially 
improved, and will be of lasting 
benefit to the agricultural interests 
of the country.

3 SENTENCED IN SLAYING. 


Youthful Robbers Get Long Terms 
in Killing of Grocer. 


Three youthful robbers were sen- 
teneed in General Sessions yesterday 
to long prison terms for the slaying 
of a 62-year-old lower east side grocer 
in a hold-up. Acording to a proba- 
tion officer, while confined in the 
House of Refuge in 1926 they mapped 
out a career of crime which led to 
the murder. 

They had been indicted for murder 
in the first degree for the shooting 
of Jacob Krementz in his establish 
ment at 648 Fifth Street on Nov. 8 
last, but on their first arraignment 
before Judge Mancuso in General 
Sessions, Max Simon, 19 years old, 
leader of the trio, of 238 South Ninth 
Street, Brooklyn, pleaded guilty to 
second degree murder. His confed- 
erates, Nathan Sherman, 19, of 826 
Fox Street, the Bronx, and Saul 


Shapiro, 17 years old, of 968 Forty-| 


fourth Street, Brooklyn, pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter in the first 
aegree. 

Simon yesterday was sentenced to 
1 term of from twenty-five years to 
life imprisonment, while Sherman 
and Shapiro each received a term of 
from ten to twenty years, Sherman 
and Shapiro were arrested soon after 
the killing, and, through information 
obtained from them, the police subse- 
quently located Simon at Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas, whence he had been 
sent after joining the army.

Tourists in Galleries Applaud 
LaGuardia in Defiance 
of Rules. 


ANTAGONISTS HECKLE HIM 


He Declares Wet Senators Aided 


Hoover Campaign and That 
Wets Elected Him.

WASHINGTON, May 1.--A_ two- 
hour debate on prohibition marked 
by sharp exchanges was started in 


|the House today when Representa- 


tive LaGuardia of New York began 
the attack on dry law enforcement 
with special reference to the recent 
action of a Washington policeman 
in shooting a youth who was at- 
tempting to escape behind a smoke- 
screen in a liquor-laden car. 

The climax came when Represen- 
tative Kvale of Minnesota, who here- 
tofore has advocated calling out the 
army and the navy, if necessary, to 
enforce prohibition, denounced the 
taking of human life by policemen 
in endeavoring to apprehend liquor 
law violators. 

_ Mr. Kvale, a former Lutheran min- 
ister, running on a Farm-Labor 
ticket, defeared Andrew J. Volstead, 
author of the enforcement act, be- 
cause the latter, he charged, was 
not dry enough to suit a Minnesota 
constituency. Today's debate was 
heard by crowded galleries, made up 
largely of tourists, who violated the 
rule forbidding visitors to manifest 
approval or disapproval of floor pro- 
ceedings. 

Galleries Ignore Rule. 

Cries of ‘‘No, no,’ from dry mem- 
ef the outstanding dry leaders right 
serted that the rising generation 
drinks more hard liquor than any of 
its predecessors. 

“Why, gentlemen,”’ he cried, shak- 
ing his fist at his opponents, ‘‘some 
of the outstanding leaders, right 
here in the National Capital have 
difficulty in preventing their own 
children from drinking hard liquor."

AGUA PRIBTA FALLS: 
1,500 REBELS YIELD 


Mexican Federals Now Hold the 
Entire Northern Frontier— 
Escobar Missing. 


PULPITO BATTLE REPORTED 


Caraveo, With Amnesty Offer on 
Way to Him, Is Said to Be in 
Flight After Defeat. 


DOUGLAS, Ariz., May 1 (@).—The 
northern frontier of Mexico was 
swept clean of important rebel 
strongholds today with surrender to 
Federal authorities of the town of 
Agua Prieta, across the border from 
here. 

The surrender, like that of, No- 
gales, Sonora, yesterday was made 
without a fight after a conference 
at the United States Custom House 
at Douglas. As a result, 1,500 rebel 
soldiers transferred allegiance and 
then Federal General Ignacio Flores 
took charge of the town and garri- 


}son. Emiliano Tamez, the Mexican 


Consul here, announced the appoint- 
ment of a governing body for the 
Agua Prieta district, and an offer of 
amnesty was sent to General Mar- 
cela Caraveo, commanding the rebel 
troops near Pyubpfo Pass. This is 
the last important body of revolu- 
tlonary troops in the field. General 
Caraveo's surrender under the terms 
offered would eliminate all armed 
opposition to the government except 


that of a few bands of guerrillas and ' 


“religious rebels."’ 

At the same time messengers were 
sent to notify Federal General Juan 
Andreu Almazan, advancing on Agua 
Prieta from the east, of the agree- 
ment in order to avoid a possible 
clash between his troops and outly- 
ing rebel forces. 

Under the terms of the agreement, 
amnesty was offered to all officers 
and soldiers under them.

He pictured the craft as sunk by 
gunfire more than 200 miles at sea, 
with the crew, of whom ‘‘fortu- 
nately’’ only one was killed, left 
struggling in stormy water. He re- 
ported a widespread belief in Canada 
that the Coast Guard’s conduct con- 
stitute i ‘‘unreasonable’’ enforcement | 
of the special prohibition convention 
between the Dominion and_ the 
United States. 

Elsewhere in his talk, Mr. Cahan 
observed that changes in the United 
States tariff which affected Cana- 
dian commerce adversely were 
looked upon in the Dominion as a 
severe blow and might bring retalia- 
tion. 

An address later by Representative 
\.ulis C. Hawley, chairman of the 
ays and Means Committee, in 
which he said that the new tariff 
revision bill will be ready Saturday 
night or Monday, was viewed by 
some as a reply to foreign criticism 
when he termed the tariff a purely 
internal question and served notice 
that ‘‘the United States alone has a; 
right to, say what shall happen in 
this market and the conditions on 
which outsiders may enter in trade.’ 
Says Canada Looks on with Concern. 


Canada recognizes no moral or 
legal responsibility to help in en- 
forcing the United States prohibition 
law, the Canadian M. P. declared. 

“By reason of your increasing 
financial, industrial and political 
Strength,”’ Mr. Cahan said, ‘‘your 
nation has not only become the 
colossus of the Western Hemisphere, 
but you are now probably the most 
potent single political power of the 
world. 

“And, therefore, your weaker 
neighbors, such as ourselves, natu- 
rally observe with interest, and 
sometimes with concern, not only 
the manner but the spirit in which 
you exercise the vast political forces 
which are now at your command. 

“For example, we, as‘one of the 
British Dominions, are a party to 
the convention which was made at 
Washington in January, 1924, to 
which we gave our adherence solely 
for the purpose of facilitating the 
administration of your tariff and 
Sumptuary laws. 

“We had understood that under ex- 
isting international rules your gov- 
ernment could and would only take 
measures for the protection and en- 
forcement of your prohibitory laws, 
outside of your territorial waters, 
with the acquiescence or formal con- 
Sent of other nations. 

Points to Canada’s Good-Will. 

“As a departure from the exist- 
ing well-established rules of interna- 
tional law and for the sole purpose 
of facilitating your enforcement of 
four prohibitory liquor laws, we con-

“Under Article I of that con- 
vention, your nation solemnly de- 
Clared its firm intention to uphold 
the principle that three marine 
miles, extending from your coast 
line outward and measured from 
jow-water mark, constituted § the 
Proper limits of your territorial 
waters.

ROOSEVELT FIELD, L. I1., May 
1.—Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh re- 
turned here from Washington this 
afternoon in the Cessna monoplane 
in which. he left yesterday. He ar- 
rived in time to watch the Curtiss 
Flying Service, Inc., move by air 
from the quarters they have occu- 
pied for the last ten vears to the 
new and larger Curtiss Field at Val- 
ley Stream. 

Elmer Myers. Curuss traffic man- 
ager, and Mrs. Myers climbed into 
the plan« and Colonel Lindbergh 
took them five miles across country 
to the new field, where he landed 
and looked about for several min- 
utes. He saw a large new hangar 
and a level stretch of more than 100 
acres being rolled and scraped, pre- 
paratory to the immediate start of 
flying activities. 

With Mr. and Mrs. Myers aboard 
he returned to Roosevelt Field. 

The transatlantic flier went to the 
Air Associates hangar, where he met 
Sergeant Rene Lefevre, the French 
pilot who is rigging a giant Hispano- 
powered Bernard for a flight to 
Paris over the same -course Lind- 
bergh followed. The two pilots 
talked with the aid of an interpreter 
a few minutes and Colonel Lind- 
bergh left the field by automobile 
for New York, where he expects to 
be busy for seve_al days on the af- 
fairs of Transcontinental Air Trans- 
port, the air rail line that will cut 
travel time between the Atlantic 
and Pacific to forty-eight hours.

The most interesting aspect of the 
negotiations is the reported proposal 
that France hand back the ancient 
‘Palace the Popes’ at Avignon 
See. It has been sug- 
gested that the palace should be re- 
stored to the Pope with sovereign 
rights to reside there if at any time 
he should so desire 

Art lovers would welcome this, it is 
said, inasmuch as the Vatican would 
be certain to restore the beautiful 
edifice to its former grandeur Un- 
der the proposed treaty it wouid 
very likely become an _ important 
museum of ecclesiastical art, re- 
maining available to visitors except 
during periods when the Pope might 
be in reside 

Just what reception would be 
riven to such vrojects by the French 
Radical Socialist party is not 
known, but it is safe to predict that 
its leaders would fight tooth and 
rail to prevent ratification by Par- 
liament 

It is said that Rome is anxious to 
gain the consent of the French Gov- 
ernment to have the basilica and 
shrine at Lourdes attached directly 
to the Holy See under the jurisdic- 
tion of a political delegate. 

The importance of the negotiations 
if they eventually mature can be 
judged from the fact that the origi- 
nal conoordat governing the rela- 
tions between Church and State in 
France, which was the work of 
Napoleon I, was abrogated by the 
French Government almost a quarter 
of a century ago M. Briand him- 
self took an active part in those 
dramatic events which were looked 
upon as a final breach between 
Rome and France 

While the French proposal would 
not recognize the Catholic Church 
ns the State religion, it would never- 
theless remove many _§ disabilities

The French Government, in return, 
would receive the right to nominate 
bishops, thus giving the sovernment 
a share in the Church's influence in 
the country, which is once more 
recognized as being very consider- 
able.

“Impurity’’ in Make-up of a Film, 


Another angle of photography held 
the attention of the chemists tonight 
This was a _ discussion of what 
causes the photographic image, con- 
ducted by Dr. C. E. Kenneth Mees, 
director of the Research Laboratory 
of the Eastman Kodak Company of 
Rochester, N. Y. Speaking at a 
general session of the convention, he 


stated that the sensitiveness of 
photographic film was due to an 
accidental impurity in the plants 
eaten by the animals whose skins 
make the gelatine 

There was only a very small amount 
of this ‘‘impurity’’ in the gelatine, 
Dr. Mees said, but it was a com- 
pound which contained sulphur and 
when the gelatine was used for 
making the film the sulphur re- 


acted with the silver bromide crys- 
tals of the film and produced specks 
of silver sulphite on the crystals. 

“In some way these specks increase 
the effectiveness of the light to which 
the film is exposed in the camera,"’ 
Dr. Mees stated. 

A motion picture film of the rota- 
tion of Jupiter, taken by Professor 
W. H. Wright at Lick Observatory, 
and shown several months ago at 
the Hotel Astor in New York, was 
presented by Dr. Mees.

Were Seeking Another Acid. 


The acid and its salt were found 
when the chemists were seeking to 
get tartaric acid from mold. They} 
searched 150 samples of mold, the} 
‘‘mildew’’ which the housewife finds | 
on forgotton foods, cultured on corn! 
sugar. Even the 150th sample did not 
yield tartaric acid, Dr. Herrick said; 
but it did give gluconic acid and the 
salt, calcium gluconate. 

Dr. Herrick called this form of re- 
search ‘‘microbiological chemistry,”’ 
and predicted that it would be ‘‘the 
chemistry of the future.’’ 

‘‘When the chemist or engineer at- 
tempts to duplicate nature’s growth 
processes,’’ he said, ‘‘he takes acres 
of ground, tons of machinery, the 
productive labor of hundreds of men, 
to imitate what nature has done in 
the stem of the plant or the leaf of 
the tree; and too frequently he makes 
a bad job of it. 

‘'When nature wishes to synthe- 
size a product, she takes a few ele- 
ments from the soil, calls on the 
sun and the air, and the work is 
done. Tartaric acid is formed in the 
grape from the same materials from 
which dextrose, also found there, is 
produced. Tartaric acid can also be 
manufactured from dextrose by a 
biochemical reaction involving the 
use of peroxidase from the rye germ 

“There is undoubtedly a_ mold 
somewhere that will do the same 
work. But the task is to find it and 
put it to work in the conditions un- 
der which it will work most happily. 
For molds are temperamental.

This bridge project has been con- 
templated for more than forty years. 
Among its original charterers was 
Gustav Lindenthal of New York, the 
eminent bridge engineer, who is now 
president of the North River Bridge 
Company. Another of the original 
charterers was the late Samuel Rea, 
for many years President of the 
Railroad Company 
The project was originated chiefly 
or partly in the interest of obtaining 
a New York City terminal for the 
Pennsylvania. 

Should the plans be approved, the 
promoters, it is understood, would 
contemplate extending the structure 
over Manhattan Island, with a bridge 
across the East River to Long Island 
which would give through railway 
passenger and freight service from 
New Jersey. 


Subway Loop in Plans. 


According to a statement of the 
bridge company, filed in the office of 
the Chief of Engineers, no commuter 
traffic would be handled from the 
union station at the Manhattan end 
of the bridge, but convenient connec- 
tions between the station and the 
transit facilities of Manhattan could 
iw provided for. 

The plan provides that the tracks 
after leaving the bridge on the Man- 


hattan side would descend into a 
subway and remain underground 
throughout the loop over which the 
trains would return after passing 
from the station. Only the station 
building proper would be above 
ground. Above the station yard and 
station prope office buildings, 
hotels, &c., might be located. 

On the New Jersey side the through 
tracks would be diverted to a belt 
line connecting the railroads. It is 
estimated that, ‘‘a liberal, tentative 
analysis shows, the cost per pas- 
senger will not be higher and ulti- 
mately less than the cost of passing 
a passenger through the Pennsylva- 
nia Station.’’ ‘‘The demand for bet- 
ter terminal service by the traveling 
public is one of the commanding fac- 
tors that will eventually induce every 
New Jersey railroad to seek accom- 
modations in the proposed union sta- 
tion,’’ suggests the bridge company. 
‘The Hudson and Manhattan tubes, 
which now handle over 50 per cent 
of the passenger traffic from New 
Jersey terminals on four tracks have 
about reached the point of satura- 
tion.’’

As the tracks descend below 
ground at the Manhattan end of the 
bridge they may be connected to an 
underground system as planned by 
the Port of New York Authority, or 
tracks can ascend to above ground 

“The freight facilities planned in 
connection with the bridge are con- 
ceived on the basis of unified man- 
agement of all freight terminal oper- 
ations in Manhattan. It has realized 
that with the creating of these new 
facilities, having track connections 
with all railways and with the Man- 
hattan shipping front, unified oper- 
ation promises substantial economies 
over present methods pursued sep- 
arately by the various railways. 

“The proposed freight terminal in 
Manhattan as planned consists of an 
almost continuous building some 200 
feet long and five or more stories 
and located along the east side of the 
marginal way from about Forty-sec- 
ind Street to Cortlandt Street. The 
freight tracks, after leaving the 
bridge, descend into a subway and 
emerge from the latter west of Tenth 
Avenue, rising from the first and 
second floors of the freight terminal 
building. They will be entirely out 
of sight and hearing. The freight 
station is crossed underneath by 
Thirty-second Street, from which the 
freight can be brought or taken 
away. This would effectively prevent 
congestion of teams and trucks. 

‘Rail freight from. steamship piers 
is to be handled largely by tractors 
and trailers over ramps which will 
connect the freight terminal building 
with the steamship piers across the 
marginal way. The continuous 
freight terminal building will then be 
a headhouse for the steamer piers 
and.to and from the piers and will 
not touch the surface of West Street 
at all. 

‘Detailed estimates show that 18,- 
000,000 tons per year can safely be 
handled from this terminal at an 
average per ton consideraply less 
than present facilities. 


To Be All Electrically Operated. 


“The waterfront is the proper lo- 
cation for a joint freight terminal. 
* * © All the railway piers can be 
converted into steamship piers for 
ocean traffic. This will result in a 
very large gain in shipping front- 
age with a very large increase of 
rentals to the city from the con- 
verted piers.”’ 

It is explained by the company that 
the freight terminal planned in Man- 
hattan is not a necessary part of the 
bridge project, ‘‘but if the freight 
terminals are intended to be above 
ground, the bridge offers the most 
serviceable connections capable of 
most economic operations.'’ The com- 
pany says that, of course, only elec- 
tric power is contemplated for opera- 
tion of any part of the bridge sys- 
tem.

The original plans of the company 
provided for a height of 150 feet 
above water level at the centre of 
the span, which is 15 feet higher 
than the Brooklyn Bridge or the 
Delaware River Bridge at Philadel- 
phia.

According to the representations of 
the projectors, the bridge would cost 
much less than to build equivalent 
tunnels under the North River, of 
which, they say, twenty-two would 
be required to equal the bridge. 

“Tt is above all the rapidly growing 
vehicular traffic across the Hudson 
which is in the most immediate and 
greatest need of relief,’’ says a docu- 
ment filed with the chief of engineers 
by the North River Bridge Company. 

3ut relief™ for the rapid transit 
passenger traffic and rail traffic of 
every kind is not less urgent.”’ 

The company stresses that ferries 
are inadequate to handle the traffic. 

“The location of the bridge will be 
in line with Fifty-seventh Street in 
Manhattan. * * * The location is 
also in line with Queensboro Bridge 
across the East River, and thus will 
be established a short direct route 
between New Jersey and Long Island 
across Manhattan. Topographically, 
the selected location is favorable be- 
cause the high shores on both sides 
of the river require only short high- 
way approaches. The river channel 
is as narrow here as at any other 
location, 

“On account of the great dead 
weight and a certain minimum width 
required for lateral rigidity and sta- 
bility, a bridge with a span of 3,240 
feet is the more economical the 
greater its traffic capacity. 

“It is estimated that the bridge 
will accommodate 40,000,000 vehicles, 
400,000,000 passengers and 25,000,000 
tons of freight per year. At least 
150,000,000 of the passengers can be 
carried over the highway deck in 
buses, trolleys or other surface 
vehicles.’’ 


Discharging Traffic Into Streets. 


A scheme for distributing the enor- 
mous highway traffic which the 
bridge would handle into the street 
systems on both sides of the river has 


been worked out. Says the North 
River Bridge Company in this con- 
nection: 

‘On the Manhattan side, the prob- 
lem can be effectively solved by pro- 
viding a big bridge plaza and ramps 
from which, with proper police reg- 
ulation, the traffic can be discharged 
into or collected from several ave- 
nues (that is, 
Avenue) in such manner as to avoid 
congestion. 

“On the New Jersey side, it will 
become necessary to increase the ca- 
pacity of the street system by widen- 
ing some of the cross streets to form 
a wide boulevard for convenient ac- 
cess to all the north and south ave- 
nues on top of Bergen Hill. In ad- 
dition it may be found desirable to 
build a boulevard from the end of 
the bridge down to the Hackensack 
Meadows, where it would connect 
with a system of highways radiat- 
ing in the principal directions. Such 
a boulevard can readily be built 
above the railway tracks in a cut 
through Bergen Hill. The surface 
streets would have to be carried on 
bridges across the cut so as not to be 
interrupted.’’ 


Company Has Bought Up Property. 

The North River Bridge Company 
in the thirty-nine years since it was 
chartered by Congress has been ac- 
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quiring property for approches to the 
bridge on both sides of the North 
River. 

One of the questions 
the petition of the company 
approval of its plans is whether 
the Secretary of War alone or 
both the Secretary of War and the 
Chief of Engineers must pass upon 
the application to build the bridge. 
The act granting a charter to the 
company specifies only the Secretary 
of War as the approving authority, 
but it is contended by the Chief of 
Engineers that under the river and 
harbor act of March 3, 1899, known 
as the general bridge act, 
to pass upon applications for build- 
ing bridges over navigable streams 
is vested also in the Chief of Engi- 
neers. This act became law nine 
years after the charter was granted 
and the contention of the Chief of 
Engineers is that it supersedes the 
special act chertering the company. 

Should the bridge be built, it will 
be the highest bridge over a naviga- 
ble river except the Fort Lee bridge 
over the Hudson and the Sydney 
bridge in New South Wales. 


EXPECTS A DECISION SOON. 
Mf. Lindenthal Ready to Apply for 
Bridge Franchise. 


The construction of a great rail- 
way and highway bridge from New 
York City to New Jersey across the 
Hudson River at Fifty-seventh Street 
is now waiting on the consent of the 
War Department, which is expected 
within the next few days to fix the 
minimum clearance of the bridge 
over the river surface, Gustav 
Lindenthal, president of the North 
River Bridge Company, said yester- 
day. 

The proposed clearance was raised 
from 155 feet to 175 feet to satisfy 
the New York City engineers in 
1927, Mr. Lindenthal explained, and 
since then the bridge company with 
the cooperation of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad Company has been 
arguing against the War Depart- 
ment position that it ought to be 
raised further to 200 feet, the clear- 
ance of the Fort Lee Bridge now in 
course of construction. 

The argument made to the War 
Department by the bridge company 
is that the 200 feet clearnace of the 
Fort Lee bridge is accidentally de- 
termined by the height of the 
Jersey shore at that point, whereas 
such a clearance at Fifty-seventh 
Street would mean grades on the 
bridge approaches too steep for rail- 
roading. 

On behalf of the bridge company 
and the railroads Mr. Lindenthal 
has urged that the bridge should 
not be pushed up to an uneconomi- 
cal height to give clearance to ocean 
liners which could be equipped with 
telescoping topmasts at relatively 
small cost. Warships now pass 
under the Brooklyn Bridge by tele- 
scoping their masts. 

Mr. Lindenthal said he would ap- 
ply for the necessary franchise from 
New York City as soon as the War 
Department approved the plans. 

Arthur S. Tuttle, consulting engi- 
neer of the Board of Estimate, said 
that the project had not been be- 
fore the city since 1927, when its 
| engineers required the clearance to 
be raised to 175 feet, and then ap- 
proved the plans with the reserva- 
tion that arrangements to solve the 
traffic problems resulting from the 
bridge must be adequate before a 
franchise would be granted.

Both of the paintings will go on 
exhibition at the Anderson Galleries 
on Saturday and remain on view un- 
til the sale. The ‘‘Crucifixion’’ is an 
oil and tempera painting on a panel, 
14 by 16 inches, which came from 
the collection of Marco Antonio 
Colonna, Prince of Paliano. 

In the centre of the composition 
Christ is seen nailed to the cross, 
while at the left, near the foot of 
the cross, is seen the Virgin, in blue 
mantle, supported by St. Mary Mag- 
dalen, in red mantle and with flow- 
ing hair, and by Mary and Martha. 
At the right of the cross stands St. 
John the Evangelist, in an attitude 
of supplication. In the centre fore- 
ground three soldiers are drawing 
lots for the purple robe upon which 
they are seated. A centurian on 
horseback, at the left, is raising his 
hands in adoration. Behind is a Ro- 
man bearer of lance and banner. 

The ‘‘Madonna and Child’’ is also 
in tempera on wood and measures 
32% by 24% inches. The Virgin, with 
head half turned and inclined to- 
ward the right, is represented as a 
half-length figure, tenderly caressing 
the Child. whom she holds with both 
arms. She is clad in a dark green 
hooded mantle, with wide gold trim- 
ming, fastened with an open strap 
of embroidered gold across. the 
breast. 

The Child is clothed in a winding 
drapery of purple hue and grasps 
with the left hand the folds of the 
Virgin’s headdress as they fall to 
her neck. His head, turned toward 
the spectator, is. inclined slightly 
backward.

The Old Master, Laverne Fator, 
seized yesterday’s off day at 
Jamaica to score a triple and make 
his riding record for the meeting 
one of the most impressive that any 
jockey has run up in the first eight 
days of a Metropolitan meeting.

Of the eighteen losers ridden by 
Fator, four at least were left at the 
post. These were Expedite and 
Upset Lad on the second day, Sir 
Stanley which refused to break at 
all on the fourth day, and Mei Foo 
which was backing up at the break 
in the Wood Memorial last Satur- 
day. 

First Triple of Meeting. 


The performance yesterday waa 
the first triple of the meeting, 
although Fator scored doubles on 
the opening day, last Thursday and 
Tuesday. 

Noted for his driving finishes 
Fator had no work of this kind to) 
do in the Fleet Handicap as his 
mount just galloped to win by five 
lengths with Fator looking back. 
The horse was the favorite, one of 
four public choices to win, which 
compared favorably to Monday when 
all six choices came home in front. 

Robert L. Gerry’s Ironsides was 
second to Ramoneur and nosed out 
Dolan, with Cheers, the only other 
starter, a distant last. For a few 
moments after the finish, there was 
some doubt whether the victory of 
Ramoneur would be declared of- 
ficial as the Holland horse appeared 
to shut off Cheers at the far turn 
and some expected a disqualifica- 
tion. Ironsides and Dolan were 
making their first starts of the sea- 
son over Eastern tracks but it was 
the second for Ramoneur and 
Cheers. 

Rain fell during the afternoon and 
the track was not at its best, de- 
spite which Holland’s horse clicked 
off the six furlongs in 1:122-5.

The winner was held at 9 to 2 
and finished the five furlongs in 
1:02. The filly was slow to begin 
and was far out of it while My 
Brentwood Girl was setting the pace, 
but her closing rush was more than 
enough to account for the victory.

Probably, the main difference between an ordinary 
pitcher and a great pitcher is control, Bob Grove, 
with all his ‘“‘stuff,’’ wasn’t of much use to Connie 
Mack until he learned how to zip the ball across the 
corners of the plate. Walter Beall, late of the Yan- 
kees, had plenty of speed and the best curve that 
modern American League batters ever saw. ‘‘It was 
a three-decker,’’ said Huggins several days ago. ‘‘It 
used to break on the instalment plan.’” ‘“‘He could 
curve it right around a brass bedstead,’’ said Charley 
O'Leary. 

But when last heard from, Beall didn’t even have a 
job. Wildness was his trouble. When he wound up, 
nobody knew whether the catcher, the right fielder 
or a stranger outside the park would get the ball. 
Jack Quinn and Grover Cleveland Alexander are just 
the opposite. These hardy perennials have control 
and plenty of it, which explains a good deal. 

Control isn’t a gift; it’s an achievement. The wise 
fellows work hard to get it. The late Urban Shocker 
was with the Yankees wh2n Beall was wearing the 
same uniform and giving his imitations of the Wild 


dropping the ball in wherever the catcher held his 
glove. 

Pitchers have different ideas. Some pitch for the 
plate. Some pitch for the batter. Some like the catcher 
to hold’ his glove for a target. Waite Hoyt likes a 
catcher’s glove as a target. Urban Shocker always 
threw at the catcher, picking the right shoulder, left 
shoulder, right knee or left knee as the target, de- 
pending upon whether he was trying to throw high 
and inside or low and outside and so on. 


The Scouting System. 


“Get off that step, Durst,’’ said Earle Combs, while 
the Senators were having their batting practice at 
the Stadium. ‘I can’t see the plate.’’ It wasn’t for 
the fun of it that Combs, on the bench, asked Durst 
to move over. Almost all ball players study opposing 
hitters in batting practice, watching what they hit 
best and what delivery they seem to dislike. 

When an opposing team at the Stadium is at bat- 
ting practice, any one in the right wing of the grand 
stand may see Miller Huggins, Arthur Fletcher and ail 
the pitchers and catchers peering out of the Yankee 
dugout and exchanging significant remarks. Combs, 
although an outfielder, takes an interested part in 
these inspections and discussions. 

“Do you know what every player in the league likes 
to get or hates to see at that plate?’’ he was asked. 

“All the old players,’’ said Earle, ‘‘and I try to pick 
up the new players as fast as they come along.”’ 

But all this information, gleaned through continued 
study and passed on to the honie-team pitching corps, 
isn't worth three rousing cheers to a pitcher who 
hasn’t control. It’s one thing to know a batter's 
weakness. It’s another thing to buzz the ball through 
that spot. 

Mixing Them Up. 

The fans delight in the speed of Dazzy Vance, but 
the Dazzler has more than that. He has a fast-break- 
ing curve and of late he has been crossing the batters 
with a half-speed ball to catch them off stride. He 
has good control or, with all his speed, he wouldn't 
be a great pitcher. 

Waite Hoyt’s best pitching has been done in the last 
few years since he developed a change of pace. 
“There's nothing to it,"’ said Huggins, ‘‘but it’s a 
great thing for him. It isn't a fork ball or a sinker 
or anything. But it’s the contrast between that and 
his fast one that keeps the batter guessing and gets 
him off balance.’’

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ENGLAND AND THE WAR DEBTS 


An unexpected issue has been 
thrown into the English geieral 
election. It relates to the agree-| 
ments which the English Govern- 
mient has made or has sought to 
make for the payment of the war 
debts. In respect to them, two chal- 
lenges have been put forward. One 
has to do with the nature of the set- 
tlement between Great Britain and 
the United States as compared with 
that made in the case of Italy and 
the one proposed but not yet rati- 
fied with France. Prime Minister 
BALDWIN took up the first point in 
& speech on Tuesday. Mr. LLoyD 
GEORGE has frequently charged that 
the agreement with America was 
foolish because unnecessarily oner- | 
ous for English finance. And only a) 
few days ago, in the House of Com- | 
mons, the leader of the Labor party, ' 
RAMSAY MACDONALD, declared that 
“in the case of the settlement of) 
the American debt,” he had always 
maintained that the agreement made 
was “bad in two ways; it was a 
“ bad financial settlement and it was 
“a bad political settlement.” But 
he added at once that the Labor 
party had no thought of repudiating 
it. He asserted that the British 
“would pay every farthing, what- 
“ever burden that might impose 
“upon this country.” 

Mr. BALDWIN, who, when Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer in 1922, 
negotiated the debt settlement with 
the United States, has taken up the 
challenge. He maintains that Eng- 
land obtained very good terms. As 
the account stood at the end of the 
war, she was bound to pay as inter- 
est on her loans from the United 
States Treasury $250,000,000 a year. 
When the debt was funded, this 
charge was reduced to $165,000,000 
for ten years and $190,000,000 there- 

after, to cover both interest and 
redemption. As a mere business 
bargain, that does not look so 
“bad” as Mr. MACDONALD would 
make it out. But Mr. BALDWIN goes 
further, and argues with great force 
that the signing of the agreement 
was a most important and essential 
step in the restoration of British 
and European currencies, and espe- 
cially in bringing back London to 
its old position as the centre and 
standard of international credit. 

This aspect of the controversy 
does not cause so much excitement 
in England as does the other. In the 
debate on the budget, Mr. SNOWDEN, 
former Chancellor of the Exchequer 
when the Labor party was in power, 
broke into a violent attack upon the 
whole basis and body of the debt 
settlements. In a moment of ex- 
treme irritation, perhaps due to his 
notoriously poor health, he denounced 
the Balfour note about the war debts 
as “infamous,” asserted that the 
French had been “bilking” their 
national obligations and affirmed 
that the Labor party would hold it- 
self open, “if the circumstances 
“arose, to repudiate the conditions 
“of the [Balfour] note.” Then the 
storm broke.

used to do. The Iron Age has esti- 
mated that, whereas total steel pro- 
duction in the March quarter in- 
creased 1,500,000 tons over 1928, 
about two-thirds of the increase was 
due to orders from the motor-car 
trade. 

The corporation’s remarkable 
earnings have been partly, but not 
conspicuously, a result of higher 
prices for its products. Steel ad- 
vanced in price last month to $36 a | 
ton, but it sold at $33 to $34 during 
the preceding quarter, which com- 
pared with a low price of $32 in 
1928, with $35 in 1926 and with as 
much as $45 in the early part of 
1923. These are highly conserva- 
tive price movements when one con- 
trasts them with the rise from $28 
to $40 in 1922, the advance from 
$3844 to $6212 in the “credit infla- 
tion period” of 1919 and 1920 and 
the subsequent fall to $431, before 
1920 was ended. The rise from the 
early $20 price of 1915 to $60 at the 
end of 1916 and to $100 when the 
United States joined the war re- 
flected both the general war- 
time confusion of values and the 
enormous requisition by European 
belligerents. But the government's 
price-fixing polic? of 1917 and 1918 
forced steel prices down to a uni- 
form level of $4742 per ton, and the 
war-time taxes on corporation prof- 
its cut heavily into the company’s 
huge earnings of our neutral period. 





THE END IN MEXICO. 

The insurrection in Mexico, which 
in the end of March the government 
admitted was formidable, has col- 
lapsed. The available troops of the 
regular army promptly took the 
field and have been handled with a 
skill uncommon in Mexico. General | 
CALLES must be credited with tri- 
umph in a campaign of sixty days. 
The situation in the northern States, 
which had been the battle ground | 
of previous successful revolts, was 
critical in March. An _ organized 
body of rebels occupied streng posi- 
tions in the State of Chihuahua, 
and were led by some of the ablest 
commanders of the old Federal 


| army, including ESCOBAR, CARAVEO, 


MANZO, VILLAREAL and TOPETE. 
No less than twenty-three Gen- 
erals, formerly in good standing 
in the City of Mexico, had joined 
what ESCOBAR in a Torreon address 
had called the “renovating move- 
ment.” Hg declared that the revo-| 
lution was “ supported by the hearts 
“of the people, and it will be a) 
“finish fight.” But the people were | 
indifferent. The back of the revolt 
was broken at Jimenez and Refor- 
ma, where the better equipped regu- 
lars inflicted heavy losses on the 
enemy. 

Resistance in Sonora was there- 
after a forlorn hope. There was no 
VilLA in the insurgent ranks, and 
the’ pretense of guerrilla warfare 
was soon abandoned. Mexico has 
radio transmission nowadays, and 
bad news travels fast. Beating up 
recruits was a sorry business after 
the rout at Jimenez. Insurgent sol- 
diers understood that the Federal 
forces were too strong for them. 
Dissension broke out among the 
commanders. Some of them found 
safety in flight over the border, 
knowing that if captured they would 
face a firing squad. The constitu- 
tional régime in Mexico has pre- 
vailed. What is called “the mili- 
“tary hierarchy, jealous of past 
“ privileges,” has tried conclusions 
with it and suffered overwhelming 
defeat. Compared with the cause of 
the rebels in Jalisco, who have been 
fighting for their religious faith for 


two years, the effort of the north- | 


ern insurgents has been sordid and 
false. 

The true revolution in Mexico, 
which is being fought against great 
odds, is pacific but persistent. Pro- 
fessor DEWEY, after visiting Mexico 
to make a study of conditions, said: 
‘Nowhere in the world is there an 
“aspect of greater intimacy and 
“ spiritual union between the scho- 
“lastic activities and those of the 
“community than that which is 
“seen now in Mexico.” Only edu- 
cation can make the Mexicans free. 
Nineteen revolts since 1910, led by 
military men, have utterly 
to do it.

Some 
of the governments, notably that 
of Czechoslovakia, have dealt gener- 
ously with them, not only opening 
their own schools to these alien boys 
and girls but contributing substan- 
tially to the work of Mr. Konova- 
LOFF’s committee in supplying edu- 
cational facilities. But their own 
children must come first, and 
domestic needs are pressing. 

The committee has had to fall back 
more and more on its own re- 
sources. Most of its funds come from 
Russian sources, but they are not 
enough. Americans, whose children’s 
schooling is so well taken care of, 
should be able to spare the $80,000 
for which Mr. KonovaLorr asks to 
carry on the work conducted with 
such self-sacrificing devotion by his 
predecessor, the late Prince Lvorr.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 


states the law in a fashion to indi- 
cate his complete misconception of it. 
The new inheritance law, as your 
readers doubtless know, was drafted 
by a commission composed of expe- 
rienced surrogates, legislators and 
lawyers, with Surrogate Foley as its 
chairman. In a recent editorial of 
yours on the subject, published a few 
days after the bill became law, you 
accurately stated the main accom- 
plishments of the measure, namely, 
the establishment of equality as be- 
tween husband and wife, abolition of 
tie old-fashioned and delusive rights 
of dower and courtesy and the sub- 
stitution in their stead of more sub- 
stantial benefits. 

The writer of the letter mentions 
only one out of many changes 
brought about by this.law. Other 
changes, admittedly of value, he does 
not mention. He complains only of 
that portion of the law which seeks 
to prevent a husband from unjustly 
disinheriting his wife and vice versa 
As a matter of fact, this is a most 
important part of the law and one 
that marks a long step forward in 
the establishment of marriage upon 
a secure economic footing. Further 
more (and this may come as a sur- 
prise to the writer of the letter) this 
right of wife or husband to elect to 
take against the will is not such a 
radical innovation,as might be sup- 
posed. Many other States in the 
United States have practically identi 
cal provisions. Even in New York this 
notion of protection from disinheri- 
tance has always had its place in our 
law. There have always been limita- 
tions upon a man's (or woman's) 
power to dispose of his property as 
he saw fit. The law has for many 
years prohibited a person leaving 
husband, wife, parent or descendant 
from willing away more than one- 
half of his estate to charity. It has 
also prohibited a husband from will- 
ing away his wife’s dower right in 
the real property owned by him dur- 
ing marriage. The new law in this 
respect introduces no new principle. 
It merely enlarges the scope of the 
rule and gives to it for the first time 
genuine force and effectiveness. It 
savs in effect that the right which a 
wife now has to be supported by her 
husband during his lifetime shall not 
terminate at hi: death, and that she 
shall not then be left penniless be- 
cause of the fact that he has chosen 
to leave all his property to another 
It being the established policy of the 
law to favor marriage, this is merely 
a logical extension of that principle. 

All substantial advances in law 
meet with opposition, but this Fear- 
on-Jenks bill was fortunate in the 
support it had from civic bodies, bar 
associations and women's organiza- 
tions. It was endorsed by the com- 
mittees of the New York State Bar 
Association, the New York City Bar 
Association, the New York County 
Lawyers’ Association, the Citizens 
Union, the Women’s City Club of 
New York and the New York League 
of Women Voters.

For foreign trade the 
ability to read commercial correspon- 
dence and to write correct, idiomatic 
replies is all that is required.

UNION PICKETS ARE POSTED 


Leaders Declare, However, They 
Will Not Ask for Sympathy 
Walkout Yet. 


EMPLOYERS MEET TODAY 


Will Not Try to Hire Strikebreakers 
Until Materials Run Short, 
— 
They Announce. 


A trial of strength between buijding 
material contractors and their em- 
ployes developed yesterday when the 
strike called by Local 816 of the 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, affiliated 
with the American Federation of La- 
bor, began. More than 1,000 striking 
drivers, yardmen and helpers picket- 
ed building sites, according to Mar- 
tin Lacey, business representative of 
the union. 

Both sides marked time and no 
efforts were made for an adjustment 
of the controversy. The Mason Build- 
ing Materials Association held a meet- 
ing at its headquarters, in Room 
5603, Grand Central Terminal, in the 
afternoon, but it was decided not to 


make any public statement. Another 
meeting will be held today. 

Some deliveries of materials were 
made in the morning, but they grew 
searcer as the day advanced. Many’ 
employers, foreseeing a strike, had 
accumulated materials, with the re- 
sult that construction can be con- 
tinued in various enterprises several 
days before the situation may be- 
come acute. In other buildings the 


-lack of materials was felt already by 


afternoon, union officials said. i 
At one large building construction 
site in the midtown district it was 
said that the losses would amount to 
$20,000 daily if the strike continued 
beyond a few days. The materials 
most affected were cement and white

The union leader said that some 
“invisible hand’’ was preventing in-

recognition and a nine-hour day can- 
not be accepted,” he said. ‘‘But each 


rone wants to wait until the others 


sign. .Everybody seems to be will- 
ing but is waiting for the rest. What 
invisible power is preventing a settle- 
ment I don’t know.”’ 

Mr. Lacey said he would ask brick- 
layers and other workers not to use 
materials brought in by non-union 
men. ‘‘We will do that, however,’ 
he added, ‘‘only when strike-breakers 
begin to be used. It is not for us to 
take that step yet.” 

C. G. Norman, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Building 
Trades Employers’ Association, said 
that if the strike continues and the 
bricklayers sympathize with the men 
the building industry would be com- 
pletely tied up. He said that no ef- 
fort is being made yet to obtain men 
to take the place of the striking 
“That situation may not 


| develop for two or three days,” Mr. 


Norman declared. ‘‘While some con- 
tractors have been wise enough to 

stack up materials, others have suf- 

— supplies for only four or five 
ays.”’ 


Strikers’ Demands. 


Mr. Lacey made public a contract 
form which he had been distributing 
to the employers individually. The 
contract details the demands of the 
strikers. 

In addition to requests for union 
recognition and wage scales of $8 a 
day fo. drivers and $7 for helpers 
and yardmen, the form contract 
stipulated overtime and holiday con- 
ditions. 

Double pay for Sunday and” holi- 
days was asked. Employers hiring 
extra trucks were asked to give pref- 
erence to firms who recognized the 
union. A union “‘steward’”’ is to be 
appointed to stables to insure en- 
forcement of the strikers’ terms. 

Mr. Norman announced that an 
agreement had been signed giving 
bricklayers’' helpers the five-day 
week which the master workers won 
recently.

Call money went no lower yester- | 
day than Tuesday's 10 per cent. The 
impression seemed to prevail that all | 
needs of credit for yesterday’s| 
monthly payments had been arranged | 
during the days of high compet- | 
itive bidding in last week’s money 
market. Sterling reached a higher 
rate than at any time in a fortnight 
past, and the Bank of England took 
in $3,600,000 more gold, making 
$5,400,000 for the week to date. 

On the Stock Exchange, prices 
moved yesterday in some confusion. 
The aggressive professional bidding 
which advanced a considerable num- 
ber of stocks 3 to 19 points was off- 
set by what seemed to be heavy sell- 
ing of other shares by the purchasers 
of Tuesday. The action of prices 
was more than usually unrelated to 
anything in the company news, for 
United States Steel and American 
Telephone and Telegraph were 
among the points of weakness. 
Transactions as a whole were the 
largest of any day in more than a 
month. 

Yesterday's preliminary figures on 
last month's iron production were in- 
teresting as a supplement to the Steel 
Corporation’s quarterly earnings and 
| as a forecast of steel-output figures 
for April. Reaching a daily average 
of 121,900 tons, or 15 per cent above 
1928, the month's pace of iron pro- 
duction was with two exceptions 
May and June, 1923—the largest in 
our history. It exceeded by 7 per 
cent the best monthly record of war- 
time, scored in September, 1918 
Midweek surveys of the steel trade 
foreshadowed unprecedentedly large 
figures for the forthcoming April 
steel-production report, and _  de- 
scribed the industry at the opening of 
May as ‘“‘almost entirely lacking in- 
dications of seasonal curtailment.”’ 
Yesterday’s report on freight loaded 
by railways in the third week of 
| April again gave the largest figures 
ever reported for the period, and 
| passed the million-car mark at an 
| earlier date in the year than has ever 
heretofore occurred 

The National City Bank, in its 
monthly review of finance and trade, 
gives full recognition to this notable 
activity of industry, but does not ac- 
cept it as evidence that business is 
unlikely to be affected by ta money 
stringency. Conceding the surpris- 
ingly little visible effect on trade as 
yet from the highest money rates 
since 1920, it finds itself unable to 
see long postponement of a check 
to business activities, ‘‘unless some 
way is soon found whereby the exist- 
ing credit situation can be cured and 
rates restored to normal levels.’’ The 
City Bank is probably aware that 
some economic oracles foresee such 
return to normal through official 
suppression of the Reserve Board's 
policies, and that others would in- 
sure it overnight by reducing Re- 
serve bank rates to 3 per cent. Its 
ewn very old-fashioned conclusion, 
however, is that nothing but ‘‘sub- 
stantial liquidation in the collateral 
loan account’ can do the job; that, 
failing this remedy, the recurrent 
easing of money from its recent 
maximum is ‘‘almost certain to be 
followed by still higher rates in the 
Fall.’”’

ship was seriously threatened by 
British domination in both fields or 
communication if Congress did not 
enact legislation to prevent the pass 
ing of America’s leadership into other 


| hands. 


Multiplication of competition here 
would open the door for foreign con- 
trol of radio communication, he as- 
serted, and he added that controlled

trolled competition, which would re-

RECORD FOR INDUSTRY SEEN 


Four of Five Divisions of General 
Motors Reveal 


Higher Totals, 
With Decline for Buick. 





Statements of production and ship- 
ments in April were issued yesterday 
by many automobile companies. Most 
of the important producers reported 
substantial increases over March, 
when the industry made a new high 


record, and it was predicted that 
April would establish a further high 
mark for the industry. 

Five divisions of the General Mo- 
tors Corporation reported on April 


shipments yesterday, all but one 
showing substantial gains over 
March and over April last year. The 


leading unit, the Chevrolet Motor 
Company, produced 157,134 cars and 
trucks in April, compared with 147,- 
274 automobiles in March, which was 
the greatest number reached to that 
time. In April last year Chevrolet 
produced 135,832 units. 

The Oakland Motor Car Company 
division of General Motors shipped 
36,384 Oakland and Pontiac cars in 
April, establishing a record for that 
month. This compares with a March 
total of 34,460 cars and with ship- 
ments in April last year of 28,513 
cars. The plant is running at ca- 
pacity and the May schedule calls 
for production of about the same 
number of cars as in April. 

The Olds Motor Company division 
of General Motors reports April ship- 
ments of 15,752 cars, against 13,699 
in March and 11,088 in April last 
year. The total shipments of this 
division in the first four months of 
this year were 19,000 units ahead of 
the same period last year. 

The Cadillac Motor Car Company, 
also a division of General 
shipped 4,206 Cadillac and La Salle 
cars in April. This is an increase 
|of 15 per cent over shipments in 
April, 1928, and also represents a 
gain over March of this year. Ship- 
|ments for the first four months of 
1929 totaled 14,159 cars, an increase 
over the first four months of last 
|year, which heretofore had been a 
|record for the company.

The current month will see | 
a continuance of the maximum pro- 
duction at the rate of 1,900 cars a 
day. 

Retail sales of Hudson and Essex 
‘ears for the first three weeks of 
April were 33,213 units, indicating 
| total retail sales for April of 47,941 
| Cars, against 24,016 for April of last 
year. Stocks of these two ca:f ‘| 
the country are now around 28,900 
units, or about 18,000 less than a 
month’s retail supply, which would 
be considered a normal stock. 


Officials of the Willys-Overland 
Company said yesterday that April 
shipments and sales totaled about 
40,000 cars, a gain of 1,600 over 
| March and of 500 over April last! 
year. May shipments by the com-| 
pany also should reach about 40,000 | 
cars, they said. 
The Graham-Paige Motors Com-| 
pany produced 11,150 cars in April, a 
new peak for the company. Produc- 
tion in April last year was 8,275 cars. 
Output for the first four months of 
this year was 36,834 cars, against 
21,407 in the same period of 1928 
The company has 13,500 unfilled 
orders. 

April shipments by the Hupp Motor 
Car Corporation totaled 6,118 cars, as 
compared with 4,316 in March and 
8,082 in April last year.

Export shipments for 
April totaled 324 cars and Canadian 
shipments 231 cars. 

The Reo Motor Car Company estab- 
lished a new April record this year 
with shipments of 5,716 cars and 
trucks; This total compares with 
4,611 units shipped in March this 
year and with 5,277 in April last 
year. The company entered May 
with unfilled orders for more than 
4,000 units and has scheduled 6,000 
ears and trucks for May production.

Trading in stocks on the New York 
Stock Exchange was dull during the 
first two weeks of April, but the lat- 
ter half of the month saw a spirited | 
rise which lifted prices above the 
closing figures for March. Values of 
216 issues increased $281,781,695 in 
April, compared with a gain of $127,- 
352,837 in March. Last year in April 
the appreciation was $1,213,291,533. 

With trading heavier than a year 
ago, but less than in March, the mar- 
ket was harassed by highly irregular 
money rates. The average for money 
during the month, however, was 
lower than in March, ranging be- 
tween 16 and 6 per cent, whereas a 
year ago it was 6 to 4'¢ per cent for 
April.

Giving 
a bank the right to reduce the par 
value of its stock should result in a 
much wider ownership, with many 
attendant benefits, E. N. Baty, sec- 
retary of the association, explained 

As all changes in the State bank 
act must be referred to the people, a 
final decision cannot be obtained 
until the election in November, 1930.

BROKERS’ LOANS INCREASED 


Federal Agent Reports No Change 
in Position of Money Market 
During April. 


A total of $2,912,000,000 foreign 
funds was employed in the American 
financial markets at the close cf the 
year, according to figures contained 
in the May 1 Monthly Review of 
Credit and Business Conditions by 
the Federal Reserve Agent at New 
York, issued yesterday. This repre- 
sented a decrease of $100,000,000 from 
the total at the end of 1927. The 
largest reductions were shown in 
the foreign funds employed in T'reas- 
ury certificates and in deposits, 
while the total employed in brokers’ 
loans increased by $107,000,000, and 
the holdings of bankers’ acceptances 
also expanded.

date were reported than Dec, 31, for 
a number of foreign lenders in the 
call market withdrew funds on Dec. 
31, probably for ‘window dressing’ 
purposes. 

‘“‘While the report includes returns 
from practically all of the important 
banks and banking houses, it was 
not, of course, possible to secure re- 
turns from every concern doing some 
foreign banking business. It seems 
probable that if the returns had been 
entirely complete there would be even 
less difference between the figures 
for Dec. 31, 1928, and those for Dec 
31, 1927, because of the nature of the 
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Range of Rates, Sight Exchange.
